(1} “Allegation’ means a charge of misconduct or disability directed
to the commission.

(2) “Complaint” means a written document filed by the commission
with the supreme court after a finding of probable cause, alleging mis-
conduct.

(3} “Executive director” means the executive director of the commis-
sion.

(4) *“Judge” means a judge of any court established by or pursuant to
a}"ticle VII, section 2 or 14, of the constitution, or a supreme court jus-
tice, but does not include a court commissioner.

{5) “Person” means any natural person, any partnership, corpora-
tion, group, assoctation or organization or any political body. “Person”
mcludes the executive director, the commission or any commissioner.

(6) “Petition” means a written document filed by the commission
with the supreme court after a {inding of probable cause, alleging that a
Jjudge has a disability.
